da's economic prospects, spoke to 
the delegates on Canada's econo> 
mic development. He warned 
against American ownership of 
Canadian industries.. "Canada- 
must finally cease this drift into 
commercial sateliilism vis a vis 
the United States, and stop or even 
reverse the trend of non-resident 
ownership of Canadian industry." 

Dr. John Convey, Direclor of the 
Department of Mines and Re- 
search, discussed research into the 
primary product industries. of Ca- 
nada. "The philosopher, trying to 
synthesise knowledge, learns less 
and less about more and more 
until he knows nothing about so- 
mething; the scientist, with in- 
creasing specialization, learns mo- 
re and more about less and less 
and ends up knowing something 
about notliing", he remarked. 
LABOUR 

The latjour movement's relation 
to education was discussed by Dr. 
Eugene Iiorsey, Director of Re- 
search of the Canadian Labour 
Congress. He explained how the 
two were mutually beneficial. 

Other speakers approached the 
NFCUS theme through talks on in- 
ternational trade, international re- 
lations, business research, and 
agriculture in Canada. 

The McGiU delegates formed 
part of a national student repre- 
sentation.

McGill's maze of student activ- 
ities is run almost autonomously 
by the student body. 

Every campus club and organ- 
ization, of which there arc over 
100, has. its own executive. The 
Student's Executive Council sup- 
ervises the finances of these 
organizations and is the executive 
authority of the Students' Socie- 
ty, to which every McGill student 
automatically belongs. 

The SEC is composed tlie Pres- 
ident of the Students' Society and 
the presidents of various bodies 
such as the Students' Union and 
VVomens' Union, and representat- 
ives of cach.faculty. 

Current top man at McGill is 
Students' Society President Stu 
Smith, a fourth year medical stud- 
ent. The presidency of the Union, 
which also includes the vice- 
presidency of the Students' Socie- 
ty, is held by Bob Carswell, a 
fourth year commerce student. He 
is in charge of the Students' 
Union building at 690 Sherbrooke 
West. 

Each faculty has its own organ- 
ization in which all undergradua- 
tes of the faculty are enrolled. 
For Instance, all students in Arts 
and Science are automatically 
membres of the Arts aiid^Science 



Undergraduate Society, or ASUS: 
engineering undcrgrads are all 
membres of the Engineering Und- 
ergraduate Society, or EUS. 

These undergraduate organiza- 
tions carry out extracurricular 
activities of particular interest 
to that group. The Commorcc 
Undergraduate Society (CUS), 
for example, organizes industrial 
tours and talks by prominent 
Afontreal businessmen.^ .

Most of the rooms rented are In 
the downtown area (in the imme- 
diate vicinity of McGlU),- the most 
popular, among students. ^ The 
rooms are hot solicited by tha 
Alumnae, society. All interested 
landlords must apply to. the society 
which then sends an inspector 
(.Mrs. S. Shetlor tills year). Her 
prime concern is the clcanlincsj of 
the liousc-kitclien, bathroom cs.ie- 
cially — but she is also concerned 
with tlie cleanliness of ttie land- 
lord and small items like the cxis- 
fence of a fire-escape, etc. 

Almost any kind of accomodation 
can be arranged through the scr< 
vice. The average weekly rate, for 
room only Is $10. Those desiring' 
room and breakfast can find it for 
$12 and up. People rctiuiring rocni 
and board (which is what tlie ma- 
jority of students v/ant) can havo 
that for approximalely $20. 

There aro also a limited number 
of complete appnrlmcnts availa- 
ble. In this category there are al- 
so students who want to shire 
their appartement with one or two 
more people. 

According to Mrs. Dunlop, all 
types of students use the servies; 
somo short of cash, .soma comple- 
te .strangers to .Montreal (and Ca- 
nada in soma cns?s) relying on 
the service for a decent horns, and 
some who require special cooking 
for religious rcasoius. 

In applying for a boarder cac'i 
landlord is required to state if 
there ' is any type of person lio 
will not take.

Out in another sense it is a 
happy occasion. 

It augurs well fur the politi- 
cal future of this province. . 

To see, why this is. so, one 
must try to sec' what has been 
going on in National Union 
inner circles since the death of 
Maurice Diiplcssis, for almost a 
quarter century Premier of Que- 
bec and , undisputed party 
strongman. 

While Mr.- Duplessis ftvas li- 
ving, party cohesion, -was assu- 
red merely by his dominance In 
its .structure. Those who, in 
private, wished to dislodge him 
from his pedestal <»uld only 
hope to do so by force of 
prayer. He was too solidly en- 
trenched to be toppled by the 
mundane mclhnds of ordinary 
iatra-pqrty warfare. 

But iipon the death of Mr., 
. Duplcsais 'one yeango. last La* 
~ boar Day, those'.'who for so long 
had been frustrated in their 
desire to dislodge him. cottid 
see some' hope of capturing the 
party .leadership. - . . . , 

During the short lived reign 
of Paul .Sauvé, Mr. Duplcssis's 
«ucie.«sor, these ra.stless ele- 
ments in the NU were pncificd 
by Mr. Sauvé's progressive re- 
forms. 

They scented a new liberal- 
i.sm in the parly leadership, and 
felt no need to revolt against 

Meanwhile, t h e .National 
Union's old guard-, rested iom- 
fortably.' They didn't mind a 
sprinkling of libersl legislation, 
.so long as they could dominate 
the party's structure. Thi.i thev 
no doubt did. 

. .This happy period of peace 
within the party came to an 
abrupt -end with the tragic 
dcatli of Mr. Sauvé. 

Unlike .Mr. nuple.'sl.s Mr. 
Sauvé left no heir appa.'-cnt. - 

From the chaos there emerg- 
ed only strife. The reform wing 
ot the NU rallied behind yûiith- 
fol .lean Jacques Bertrand, the 
anjry young man who succeed- 
ed Mr. Sauva as Min'istcr of 
Youth.' The old guard rallied 
behind Antoine Itivard and 
pcssibiv also behind dynamic 
c.x-ininlsler of Ilytlraulic He- 
sources Daniel Johnson. 

Neither faction could over- 
conic the other. An election 
was in the offing, and the party 
could not keep dirty lliirn on 
the public clothesline too long. 
So it agreed on a conipronil.se 
leader, Jolictte's favourite son 
Antonio Barrette.. 

Until the fat'cfur election last 
^Jiine' 22, Mr. Bah-ette's emi- 
nence and tact — buttressed 
by the need for unity in~the 
face of I rejuvenated opposi- 
tion party — kept the , .VU • to- 
gether. . .... 

But In the wake. of defect at' 
thç polls,- the party schism .re- 
appeared. Mr. Barrette had to 

cncose between tlie reform fac- 
tion and the old guard. It i.s a 
' tribute to the man that he se- 
. Icctcd the former al .a time 
wh(!n it might hsve.bepn easiei- 
to do otherwise,' ! 

When the old guard finally 
realized what was happening, 
Mr. Barrette seemed well on 
his -ivay to 'succcss. .His recent 
announcement that chief party 
organizer -J.-D. Begin was resign- 
ing seemed to herald complete 
.victory. . . . •

1$— Opposition leader Antonio Bar- 
rette last night resigned as chief 
of the National Union Party and 
member of tlje Legislature (or Jo- 
liette riding. 

The 61-year-old party leader was 
ahaking with emotion as he made 
the announcement to a group of 
reporters hore. 

Dr&»ed in a black suit, the tall, 
jUver haired former Premier was 
accompanied by his press secre- 
tary Jean Pelletier. Mr. Barrette 
named no successor to the party 
leadership. 

The announcement indicated a 
serious split in the ranlcs of the 
Rational Union Party, which was 
forged into power by the late Mau- 
rice Duplessijs in 1936. 

In a prepared" statement Mr. 
Barrette said ho could not cont- 
inue as chief of his party while 
under someone's thumb.

.If you can't stand yoiir professors, hate your fellow-students, 
discover the curriculum involves doing things you previously accom* 
plished in Grade 9, and, genèralty, hold life to be dismal, there 
seems only one remedy: escape. And where better than that shrine 
of the escapist — a movie? 

■ Unfortunately Montreal, as usual, has a pathetic selection. The 
theatre managers continue their plot to promote television in the 
u-ea by offering all the best'of those bleakly glamorous Hollywood* 
manufactured movies. And little else. 

There it one Bleribut' exception.- "The Cranes Are Flying". Rus- 
sian film now playing at the Regent on Ptrk Avenue provti once 
and for all that movie making Is an art form. It avoids the artifice 
of. many "art movies" yet retains the camera as ■ superbly pane, 
traling, observant and - creative miehlne. It cemblnts the highest 
techniques of theatre with those of film-making In an honest, dra- 
matic and wholly absorbing story. 

^^tibv^'*' ■ ^'^'^^'i^ listing its achievements, but super- 
IaÛ^VM|îunnot do Juitice to this moviis. Suffice it. that the acting 
(él^wiâlIir-by Hhe young' girl leadinj; role with 

sucii â haunting face and subtle 'emotion)^ the direction, the fnusic, 
the photography, and the script combine to make this an evening 
of real pleasure. U is a tcor-jerlcer thai does not rely on emotional 
clichés to evolce, sympathy but, instead, , developes character, story 
and emotion from the script. It is diibbed extremely well in English 
and; happily, there is no mdment.when the American accents intrude 
upon the plot: surely a tribute to the universality of the actor's per- 
formarièes. "The Cranes Are. Flying" is a movie that must be' seen 
by anyone interested in the possibility of movies being an art. 
It is the living proof. • • • 

• The Big Three theatres on St Catherine Street are al| catering 
to the fourteen year old mentality , group. "From The Terrace" at 
Loew'a is sufficiently weighed down by neurotic performances, poor 
script and conventional direction to make it a very boring movie.

The plot iwlttt and lurnt like ■ 
good Hitchcock .thriller, tht- camera-work and dirtetion fill In for 
the poorer icquencet admirably, and tutpente It abundantly gene- 
rated.

T would like to recommend "The Subterraneans" at the Capitol 
if only for the sensitive performance of Roddy MacDowall. But I

"hospital drama" but even the close-ups of a heart operation fail 
to raise it to the level of "drama". It's very bad, very boring and 
there wasn't a stiff upper-lip in siglil. 
_ But fust keep going down' Sherbrooke Street to. the Kent 

.Theatre and you will find more worthwhila ttuff tainted, oven, with 
Art. "Oscar Wildt" with Robert Merely In the title ra|e. It a very 
•bterbing. Intelligent and moving film. It it bated almost entirely 
upon factual recordf, tht court itquancts tro tiken, tubitantlally 
from actual court documentt, and the fictt of Wilde't homotexua 
llty are not burled away for the benefit of a centorthip board.' 
' As a record of genius and .downfalUit.is;competent, as a portrayal 
of Oscar Wilde it is'less'tlian' accurate, biit as a piece of moviC' 
making it is extremely good. Morciy's performance traces the 
downfall of Wilde brilliantly; from the swagger and confidence of 
the successful wfiter to the humiliation and degeneracy ol the fallen 

' giant we watch à sensitive, subtle and intelligent actor portray 
this metamorphosis. Equally formidable a pbrformance comes from 
Sir Ralph Richardson as th^defense ' lawyer in Wilde's libel-suit 
The direction is restrained arid'thorough. It will be sbmclime be- 

• fore you forget the final shot of Wilde, drunk, gross and disillusion 
ned sitting in a dirty Parisian bar with his absinthe and shaking 
witli demoniacal laughter as the cannera trackb away from him 

. In the big-league; in Montreal, there'remains Ben-Hur, Can-Can 
and Cinerama. The latter is spectacular aiid colourful, ruined only 
by the self-satisfied, banal clucking of Lowell Thomas as the com 
mentator. 

Ben-Hur remains living proof tli.-it the Americans have not yet 
learned the difference between Art and Artifice, religion and -reli- 
giosity, good and bad. For this movie, while you may enjoy it, is 
artificial, filled with phoney religion and bad 

"Can-Can" is noisy, has singable tunes and earned a "rave" 
review from the Montreal iStar. I defy youj . however, to see "Tlie

"Act'One", the success story of Moss Hart, has them alL 
Comedy, tragedy, suspense, and a selection of characters which 
would grace any stage. 

It is a success stoiy of a boy driven to escape poverty, inspired 
' by a passionate love of the theatre. • 



• Hart makes full use of his 
flair for dramatization — "Act 
One" reads more lilce a play than 
a biography. An exceptionally 
candid author, he records all the 
criticism * and. embarrassments 
he' suffered during his career. 
The reader cannot help but talce 
a personal interest in young 
Moss and his problems. 

He has no aualms about chang> 
Ing a script' in order to sell it 
"Money-malcing" is perhaps a 
crude label for Mr. Hart's am- 
bition, but he frankly admits, "I 
always acceptéd my pleasure in 
money as something eminently 
sensible". To him the theatre is 
not a means of expressing - artis- 
tic ideas, but a quick way to 
riches. 

Mus -Hart was bom.rla tho 
Bronx, son of a penniless cigar- 
maker. No affection bound lum 
to either father or mother. Until 
hisLsudden rise to prosperity he 
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felt a stranger to both his par- 
ents. This aloofness was intens- 
ified by his strong hatred of 
poverty and all its attendant 
hardships. He wonhipped his 
romantic, irresponsible Aunt 
Kate, with her pitiful delusions 
of. grandeur, for it was she who 
showed him the way to escape. 
Through her he discovered the 
theatre. 

At school he was lonely and 
scomed because he was more 
interested in the'theatre than in 
sports. Then one:sttiiimer he was 
accepted by his playmates, when 
he discovered his .ability to hold 
an audience spellbound with his 
stories. . ' ' 

That winter his chance came 
- a Job as office boy for Augus- 
tus Pitou Jr., "King of the One 
Night Stands". Disaster struck 
Mr. Pitou in the form of a hit' 
by his only playwright, leaving 
him stranded without a play for 
the season. That' night Moss Hart 
put a piece of paper into his 
typewriter and wrote "Act One. 
Scene One". Tlic result was his 
first play. "The result was his 
which disgusted its opening 
night audience and left one offi* 
ce boy unemployed. Deciding, 
after a brief fling in a revival of 
"the Emperor Jones", that acting 
was not his forte, be turned to 
the direction of small theatre 
groups. 

The rest of Act One is devoted 
to an account of Moss Hart's 
first . successful play "Once in 
a Lifetime". The Journey of the 
play from script to stage offords 
many glimpses of reat.tinc/.dhrect-, 
ing, rehearsals and backstage dra- 
ma. It is unfortunate that these 
interesting bits get lost in the 
lengthy narrative. The same ma- 
terial in half as many chapters 
would keep - the reader from 
boredom. 

Moss Hart is currently the 
director- of "Qamelot",' the new 
Lerner-Loewe; musical due for, 
its .world -premiere Oct. 1st at 
Toronto's, brand-new' O'Keef ca- 
reer Centre. "Once in a Lifetime" 
started him on 'a career highligh- 
ted by such renowned comedies 
as "The Man Who Came to 
Dinner*. and "You Can't Take It 
With You", which won the Pul- 
itzer Prize in 1937. He is famous 
in the field çf musical for "A» 
Thousands Cheer", "I'd Rather 
Be Right", and "Lady in the 
Dark';, which starred Gertrude 
Lawrence and launched the Car- 
eer of "Danny Kaye. M. Hart- has 
recently WÔI1 acclaim for his 
magnificent staging of "My Fair 
Lady*. 

"Act. One'? has great, appeal for 
anyone interestefd in wrltlh|{ and 
the theatre. Its portraits of . fa-r 
mous contemporary figures on 
Broadway make valuable as a 
reference book.

' Hie Revile 'is a McGiil institu- 
tloniwitt^ à national reputation. 
Operating out of a two-by-four, offi 
ce in the Union bMèmènt, the Re- 
vue has brought forth ' some of 
Canada's top theatrical talent. Its 
annual production attracts dozens 
of stage-struck students for its cast, 
and, on the other side of the foot- 
lights, thousands of pleasure-seek- 
ing Montreaiers. 

From its primitive beghinings 
many years ago. the show has 
evolved from a collection of songs 
and skits until it became what it 
is today — not a revue at ail. In 
its present form the -Revue is a 
full-fledged ciusicai conjcdy com- 
plete with plot, production num- 
bers, orchestra, elaborate settings, 
and a cast of fifty or more. 

Onstage, the show combines the 
talents'of singers, dancers, straight 
actors and clowns. Equally nume- 
rous are the production staff and 
backstage crew — producers, 
script and lyric writers, composers, 
set and costume designers, busi- 
ness managers, lighting men; se- 
cretaries, stagehands and press 
agents. •

Re- 
hearsals occupy about three 
weeks in Januaryi and the actual 
run^ls a -week or ten days. • 

"The 1957 edition of the Revue 
was •the : -legendary VMy" Fur 
Lad/*. --which made such a hit 
in' Rs initial run that the show 
went on the road after final 
examinations, toured. the country, 
and grossed almost $800.000. 

"Got It Made", the 1980 pro- 
duction,, also staged a summer 



run, with an eight-week stand in 
Montreal. The show was directed 
by Brian Blacdonald, who also 
staged "My Fur Lady" and is 
himself a Revue alumnus. The 
original student cast ( including 
the kklrt-wearing dog) - has just 
retunied from another run. this 
one at the Garden Centre Theatre 
at Vhieland, Ontario. 

A large theatrical organization 
is contemplating buying , 
thrahow and running.lt on an.^ 
exteAsive provincial tout as well 
as a minimum four weeks - in 
Toronto. They hope to '-get two 
big name stars to take the lead 
roles.

Thrbufirhout the pages of this paper and on other re- 
cent occasions; you the Freshman and you the Freshette, 
ha\fe -been" cordially welcomed to'McGill. To aid to the 
ambivalent feeling of confusion and security let us add 
our "welcome". By this time you probably have a vague 
idqa of the athletic organization and your role in respect 
to it. A careful scrutiny of the Handbook and .the;sports 
pages of today's issue will help clarify the situation. 

' ISOSCELES SAYS 

T Roughly speaking, the athletic structure at McGill can 
be described as a triangle with intercollegiate, intramiiral 
and recreational sports occupying the vertices. For many 
students, the intercollegiate sports form the apex of the 
triangle while the other two are secondary. For others, 
the positions are reversed. In all, however, participation 
is the important factor and a suitable equilibrium bet- 
ween sports and studies is sought. On one side of the 
ledger more than a few students have failed their year 
because of an overdosè of sports while on the other side 
of tiiB balance sheet more than a»few have been deprived 
of physica;! fitness or a pleasurable diversion because of 
a complete abstention from athletics. 

On the intercollegiate level the competition is keen 
both for positions on the teams and in the leagues them- 
selves. The motivation here is more than Just a large 
school letter; fitness, action, and a feeling of accomplish- 
meht offset the extrinsic motives. The detriniental factor 
lies in the time consumed away from studies. This uni- 
versity fully realizes that not all students are capable of

Last Tuesday, McGill's -football coaches had their first oppor- 
. tunity to examine, the results of a two year rebuilding program 

which started with the departure of former coach Larry Sullivan. 
. Although some prospects failed tq appear, the general situation was 

encouraging. 

' Since there has been no formal recruiting system, the results 
ar~e amaaing, Athletics chief, Harry Griffiths -and part-time coach 
Bruce Coulter have managed to come up with some first-rate football 
pl3y.ers.';Hqweyer, the. 1 haphazard manner in which perspective 
players are contacted indicates an irregular supply of new talent. 
Al present the arrival of a good football player at McGill seems to 
be more the result of divine intervention than any developed 
system. > ■ : ■ 

A football coach is only as good as his personnel. Last year 
Coacli Coulter helped by assistants McVey and Taylor drained as 
much mileage as possible out of their football machine; yet the 
ItL'dmen failed to win one league game. The only saving factor was 
Coulter's accurate appraisal of the situation. Realizing that his team 
could not score, he developed an effective defensive unit which 
successfully contained -the opponents. Thus, although the Redmen 
were unable to score, the 'for and against' point spread wa8j,s)imT 
However, the fact remains that without adequate player perso'nh'el 
even the most competent coaching staff could not produce a single 
win. This personnel cannot be found in the Montreal area. Since it 
. must come from oulsidc the province, it is imperative that a 
regular recruiting system be established if McGill expects to have 
^ a consistently winning football team,. 

BIG RED MACHINB _^ ■ ■ 

The coaching staff, knowing the defensive unit had beèn success- 
ful under pressure, attempted to secure , a potent, offence. For 
successful football there are two.^hain consldcrationsj^e^iicrsonnel 
and the 'formation. The addition of first string -milcrlar'at every 
position except halfbaclc and center has given the team a balanced 
attack which will lean siigthly lov,'ard a pa-ssing game. And, this 
year the Big Red Machine will be BIG. The line will ^average over 
200 lbs. while the backs' average weight will run between 105 
and 205 lbs. v . -, ^ 

Coach Coulter has even come tip with a new formation. The 
Redmen will run .oiit of an unbalanced double wing. This f^rmàtiofi 
is capable of sending four pass receivers downfield without delay 
as the outside halfbacks play close to the line of scrimmage. Qn (he 
ground because of the unbatanced line the most effective plays will 
be off-tackle, end-runs and trapplays. , . 

^ The coaching staff's problem will bè to develop piayers' to fill 
.the week spot and lo fit' the players Into the ncvv formation." A 
capable, offensive center, an end, arid. a couple of defensive. half- 
backs are 'needed lo round out the team. The new formation' de- 
mands mobility on the wing line and good pas.s rrcsivers. The aval» 
lable material. seems to fit the formation adequately but the main 
problem is time. 'Whether the coaches can integrate the new players 
into a' fornîaUW. which is strange even lo the Veterans within the 
ihort training season remains to be seen. " 

Although .the Athletics Dept. is being cautious with -it's predic- 
tions there is a general feeling nf hopcftil anticipation in the foot- 
ball camp. Nobody' is saying anything but everyone knows th^t tliis 
is hot the same teaoi that showed a 0-6-0 record.
